What Report Shows 

The report to WOR shows number 
of days per week listened to the sta- 
tion, and to all other stations in the 
area from 6 a.m. to 6 p.m., from 6 
p.m. to midnight, and day-and-night 
combined. It shows the number of 
hours tuned in by the average radio | 
home during a given week. 

One can see from the charts the 


number of radio homes tuned to each 
Station in the area at least once in 
any given day or week. And one can 
see the average amount of time cach 
home tuned to any station. 

The charts show total listening at
